A Backwoods Verdict- 


(From the Green Bay Adcocate.) 


A Wolf river jury, ina justice’s court, 
brought in this verdict the other day ; 

1. We don't find defendant guilty of 
$100 for wages as claimed by plaintiff. 

2. We find defendant guilty of 20 
buehels of wheat, one pig not less than 2 
ewt. weight, and one-half barrel of salt, for 
the year 1877, commencing Des. 19, 1876, 
to Dec. 18, 1877. 

8, We lind the defendant not guilty of a 
welling and the use of two acres of 
ploughed land, the pasture and keeping of 
‘scow and two sheop, and firewood, unless
